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Apollo Enters Moon Orbit 


Key Battery Holds Steady

HOUSTON — Three U.S. 
spacemen assured a crucial 
battery won’t go dead, shot 
themselves into lunar orbit 
early today while hidden 
behind the moon they in¬ 
tend to visit Friday. 

A six-minute braking blast 
of their spacecraft s biggest 
engine, dro pped Alan 
Shepard, Stuart Roosa and 
Edgar Mitchell into an egg- 
shaped path around the moon. 

Shepard and Mitchell hope 
to land at 1:17 a m. Friday in 


an ancient valley to conduct 
two moonwalks seeking 
geological treasures that may 
be 5 billion years old. Roosa 
will orbit alone above them 
while they are on the surface. 

Discovered during an early 
morning checkout of the lunar 
lander Antares, the potential 
battery pr oblem kept 
engineer's busy throughout tire 


day while the astronauts 
slept. 

The shortage itself, three- 
tenths of a volt — or enough 
to dimly light just one 
Christmas tree bulb — was 
very small. But the fear that 
it could mean a dead battery 
or serious electrical trouble 
when the astronauts tried to 
leave the moon prompted 


controllers to order Mitchell 
to re-enter the Antares and 
double check all the circuits. 

Mitchell spent almost an 
hour in the lander, flipping 
switches and running every 
conceivable a h e c k ground 
controllers could devise. 
Shepard and Roosa remained 
in the command ship kitty 
Hawk. 


“Are we go?’ Mitchell 
finally asked Controllers. 

“It looks good." said 
astronaut Joe Engle in 
Mission Control. 

“The battery 5 holds the 
load real well .. so far it 
looks like there’s nothing to 
worry about," Engle said. • 
Despite the encouraging re¬ 
port, controllers did not find 
what caused the battery, one 
of two in the lunar lander, to 
be sliphtly short of die 
preferred 3T volts.

SAIGON (UPI )—The U.S. command ended the 
tightest news embargo of the Indochina war today to 
announce a 29,000-man aJhed drive in South Viet¬ 
nam’s northwestern corner bordering Laos. It was the 
biggest military operation inside South Vietnam in 
three years and covered 1,000 square miles. 

Despite speculation on an allied push into Laos 
and charges by communist officials that South Viet¬ 
namese troops already had crossed the border, the 
U.S. command said no U.S. ground troops would be 
sent into the neighboring kingdom although U.S. 
tanks drove right up to the border. That was the only 
answer the command gave to the question of whether 
any allied troops had, indeed, crossed into Laos. 

Thrust Aimed at Laos 
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Brock Chisholm Dies at 74

Dr. Brock Chisholm, who 
rose from a small-town doctor 
to director-general of the 
World Health Organization, 
has died in Victoria at the 
age of 7(L 

He died Tuesday in the 
Veterans’ Hospital in Victoria 
after three years’ confine¬ 
ment.

George Brock Chisholm was 
the psychiatrist who told 
parents they should not lie to 
their children about Santa 
Claus, and that North 
American hospitals cause 
neurotic children because 
bahtes are kept behind glass 
and separated from their 
mothers 

But he was a figure of 
controversy in many other 
ways. 

He did not have a diploma 
in public health, but. received 
the WHO appointment. 

It was Chisholm who helped 


explain to that exceedingly 
anxious and perplexed world 
of the 1940s and 1950s that the 
state of good health, as it has 
been perceived through 


human history, still was a 
mirage. 

He said the wo rst thing in 
store for younger generations 
was the prospect of “turning 
out like us" and he main¬ 
tained that if man continued 
to behave as in the past he 
would probably destroy the 
human race.

The words of this small, 
dapper figure were always 
forceful. 

As general in charge of the 
Canadian Army’s medical 
sendees during the Second 
World War, he devised tests 
for recruits to screen out the 
mentally unstable. Then he 
became Canada’i deputy 
minister of health, a post 
from which he stepped into 
the world’s top health job in 
1948 and held it for five 
years. 

After he retired to a 
wooded, foui'-aere property at 
Sooke in 1953 — a spry 57 — 
he continued to speak on his

The sweep covered rugged 
terrain over two provinces 
and waa launched Jan. 30 to 
counter a “significant com¬ 
munist threat to allied forces 
in South Vietnam’s northern 
quarter, the oommand said. 

News of the drive, called 
Operation Dewey Canyon n, 
had been withheld for 
security reasons for six days 
under the most stringeni 
news embargo of the Indo¬ 
china war.

The command said the 
troops reoccupied the aban¬ 
doned Marine fortress of Khe 
Sanh and other outposts in the 
drive which stretched from 
the Demilitarized Zone south¬ 
ward to the A Shau valley. 

The U.S. oommand said the 
drive was aimed at breaking 
*up communist troop and 
supply buildups along the 
Laotian border “to facilitate 
continued withdrawal of U.S. 
forces and advance the Viet- 
namization program.” 

Some observers saw the 


campaign as a go-for-broke 
operation encouraged by the 
South Vietnamese command 
to keep North Vietnam off bal¬ 
ance, reduce the communist 
command’s capability to wage 
war in Cambodia and South 
Vietnam, and force Hanoi In¬ 
to making important conces¬ 
sions.

Georgia Blast Kills 24 

Tt Looked Like 
An Atomic Bomb 9 


WOODBINE, Ga. (UPI) - 
Fire broke out in a building 
where military flares were 
assembled Wednesday and it 
exploded in a mushroom 
cloud of flame, killing 24 
persons and injuring 00 more. 

Seventeen of the dead were 
women. Rescue workers re¬ 
ported bodies hurled 400 feet 
by the blast, which was felt 
up to 50 miles from the 
building on the 7,000-acre 
Thikok Chemical Covj* -piant 
where it occurred.

The company said a final 
check of workers in tiie blast 
area showed 24 dead and 33 in 
hospital as far away as 
Jacksonville, Fla., 40 miles to 
the south. Seven were in 
critical condition and eight in 
serious condition. 

Security guard Hilton Her¬ 
ring was at tiie main gate two 
miles away when the building 
blew up. “It looked like an 
atomic bomb. There was a 


ball of fire and a mushroom 
cloud of smoke.” 

Survivors indicated the 
explosion was preceded by a 
flash fire. Marian Studivent 
said she was working at tiie 
assembly line^ conveyor belt 
and “all I can remember is 
they liolterd fire. When I 
looked up it looked to me like 
the fire was coming down the

Dear Dr. Thoeteerti: When 
one has a thyroid deficiency, 
the kind that makes you too 
tired to live, will the medica¬ 
tion ever bring it back to 
normal or must it be taken 
aU one’s life? Would a 
complete lack of salt-bring on 
this condition?—L.H.S. 


Quite often a sluggish thy¬ 
roid gland will require medi¬ 
cation for life — to replace 
the thyroid hormone which 
the gland isn’t producing In 
sufficient quantity. 

That, however, does not 
rule out the possibility that 
the gland may. by use of 
some other medication, be 
brought back to normal. It 
depends on what ails the gland 
in the first place. 

Just lack of salt doesn’t 
cause thyroid deficiency. 
However, lack of a trace of 
iodine does do so. That’s why 
iodized salt came into use — 
to provide a trace of iodine in 
areas where iodine is scarce 
in foodstuffs. So if you mean 
that kind of salt, yes, lack of 
it could "starve" the gland 
and in time lead to thyroid 
deficiency and goiter. 


If a chUd were led to 
believe that Santa is real and 
learned later that he is not, 
other parental teachings 
might also be questioned, he 
said.

After returning from a trip 
to Europe in 1956, he ran as 
P r o g r essive Conservative 
candidate in Esquimau in a 
provincial election. He was 
soundly beaten by Social 
Credit Incumbent Herbert

survived by a daughter. Mrs. 
J. P. Mentha of Victoria and 
a son, Brock Ryrie Chisholm 
of WUlowdale, Ont.

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Question of Interpretation 

Americans are flying Vietnamese troops to areas 
of fighting. 

In such circumstances, the question of 
withdrawal of combat troops seems to be rather 
clouded. American losses may be far smaller when 
they are engaged in these ways, but In most other 
senses the United States is becoming more and 
more involved. 

In any campaign in Indochina, as in any 
operation in the pi^t, there always will be military 
pressure to add such weapons and manpower as 
will promise victory. It would appear that 
. Washington has succumbed in part with increased 
air activity. Now what happens on the ground? 

No one is saying. The United States defence 
department claims there is a buildup of North 
Vietnamese troops in Laos and Cambodia. That 
has been the only comment which, from a security 
standpoint, is quite understandable. 

But the extent of United States support now 
being rendered could bring, quite easily, and in fact 
indicates greater involvement on the ground. 
Washington’s silence could be taken to mean there 
is planning along this line. 

Yes, the Nixon doctrine of troop withdrawal is 
proving, by no means, as simple as it might have 
sounded when it first was devised. 


^TEWS REPORTS on the Indochina war in re- 
^ cent days indicate the Washington dilemma 
over troop withdrawal could be greater than ever. 
There is widespread concern over the weight of 
continued American involvement and the prospect 
of further departures of United States soldiers 
from the scene when the present program runs out 
in May. 

In part, such plans depend upon the success of 
Vietnamization, and also, it must be assumed, on 
the course of events in Cambodia and Laos. 

The plans are for progressive withdrawal of 
all American infantry from Vietnam, with 
retention of air power and supply bases to aid the 
South Vietnamese in “going it alone.** But 
communist strength in Laos and Cambodia now 
could change the interpretation of these principles 
is far as those two countries are concerned, and 
there is evidence in support of this view. Look at 
the action now: 

United States bombers are being used without 
restraint; the Americans have helicopter gunships 
busy, serviced by carriers in the Bay of Thailand; 
they have long distance artillery firing from South 
Vietnamese territory; and, from all accounts, the

Why Not the EON? 


‘Investment’ in Higher Pay 


P LANS OF TWO VANCOUVER tour promoters 
to run a steam locomotive excursion train 
out of Colwood during the summer months point 
again to the possibilities the Esquimalt A Nanaimo 
Railway affords in becoming a major tourist 
attraction. 

The Colwood proposition is to run an old-time 
train over five winding miles of Canadian National 
Railway tracks to a point near Portage Inlet in 
Saanich. 

Old logging locomotives will be used with some 
suitable rolling stock the promoters have managed 
to line up. The round trip will take about 45 
minutes. 

It is an imaginative promotion that should 
attract patrons from many points including the 
train “buffs” whose fascination for steam seems to 
bubble on endlessly. 

It is rather restricted, though, In Its location 
and lack of turn-abouts necessitating shunting 
backwards on one leg of the run. 

Despite difficulties of this sort, the Vancouver 
men plan to proceed with their excursion train 
with construction of a station complete with heavy 
maintenance equipment. 

If only the Canadian Pacific Railway could be 
Inspired to their state of confidence. It already has 


many facilities from out of the past in its 
Esquimalt & Nanaimo Railway operation, and 
must have comparatively easy access to vintage 
railway stock. 

Up-island tracks now being used for limited, 
single diesel-powered passenger car service should 
offer day long trips or over-night excursions. And 
with proper promotion they could be winners in 
the tourist industry in the minds of many who 
recall the attraction the company’s “Princess 
ships” once held for travellers from all over the 
continent. Many holiday makers came to the 
Pacific Northwest for the “triangle service” trip 
alone. 

But the CPR doesn’t appear to have any great 
feelings towards the E & N despite the admonition 
it was given by the Canadian Transport 
Commission a few months ago when the company’s 
application to abandon the line was rejected. The 
commission said the company was not trying hard 
enough to make its Vancouver Island operation 
profitable. 

There is confidence the little Colwood 
operation will make money. Why not the E & N 
which appears to be a “natural” for what the 
Vancouver men feel they can do even on a 
restricted scale?

The forest council’s 
announcement that retention 
of the Nitinat triangle as park 
lands would result in layoffs 
of 750 men is extraordinary. 
B.C. Forest Products Ltd. 
have not been actively pur¬ 
suing tree harvest operations 
in the vicinity of their T.F.L. 
holdings within the triangle 
for several years. Mallek and 
Moseley are contracting for 
them as did Grossleg and 
Truman before. Both of these 
operations have been in diffi¬ 
culties and production has 
been reduced. Operations 
were shut down for several 
months last year. Both B.C. 
Forest Products and Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel have large 
unharvested reserves outside 
the proposed triangle. Signifi¬ 
cant concessions have already 
been made to these firms. In 
the agreement signed by the 
B.C. government and the 
government of Canada on 
April 21, 1970 exploitation of 
mines and minerals and acts 
which might impair the 
waters in or flowing through 
the proposed park lands were 
prohibited. Restrictions on 
logging activities are not 
mentioned. This ultimately 
means that forest manage¬ 
ment theories can prevail 
against objections, resulting 
In harvest of the superb 
examples of Sitka spruce, red 
cedar, amabilis fir and west¬ 
ern hemlock seen on the West 
Coast Trail. When roads 
reach the outer coast where 
the stands are, the timber 
may be declared mature, 
diseased and dying—quite 
apart from their evidently 
healthy appearance and 
ability to withstand hurfeane- 
force winds -so that In forest 
management’s opinion it 
would be a waste not to put 
them 

As for the Nitinat Triangle.

Hunger for Independence 


Tam Mong’s Private Army 


T AM MONG is a slightly 
built man of 43 with ele¬ 
gant fingers and toe distant 
look of someone convalescing 
from a long illness. 

The Americans think he Is a 
rogue. The Viet Cong would 
like him dead. Prince Siha¬ 
nouk, in the days when he 
could do such things, put a 
price of 920,000 on his head. 
The South Vietnamese gov¬ 
ernment would be enchanted 
if he just vanished. 

Tam Mong runs what Is 
very likely the only private 
guerrilla army in Indochina, 
and hia problem is that he is 
too successful. He has shown 
that Vietnamese do not need 
to be communists to be good 
guerrillas, as long as they 
have a strong popular base 
and a good source of income. 
His several hundred men who 
control the border here, 
where the Bassac river flows 
from Cambodia into Vietnam, 
come mainly, from the nearby 
Hoa Hao villages —the best 
possible base since the Hoa 
Hao Buddhists are clannish 
and traditionally hostile to toe 
Viet Cong. 


The villages support Tam 
Mong because his army has 
proved a better protection 
against toe Viet Cong than 
toe government forces. 
Thanks to the frontier, the 
army is rich enough not to 
have to prey on ita sup¬ 
porters. 

In the days of Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, Cambodia 
officially did not trade with 
Vietnam, but the frontier has 
always been alive with 
smugglers. Much of Saigon’s 
beef walks illegally across toe 
border here, pays its tax to 
Tam Mong, is declared 
genuine Vietnamese cattle by 
obliging Vietnamese officials, 
and is then driven off quite 
legally to market. 

Some Americans say Tim 
Mong has also taken to 
buying U.S. M16 rifles from 
South Vietnamese deserters 
and selling them for twice the 
price to the gun-hungry Oam-

bodian Army. At any rate, he 
is obviously not short of cash. 
His own men carry M16 and 
other modem light American 
weapons. He gives them a 
daily rice and food allowance 
that alone must cost him 
close to 940,000 a year.

The Horn Hao have plenty of 
agents and business connec¬ 
tions in the nearby provincial 
capital of Chau Doc, and it 
was easy enough to send a 
message asking to see Tam 
Mong. He seemed well aware 
that meetings with guerrilla 
leaders deserve a bit of 
mystery. We were taken down 
toe Baasac in a very fast and 
very small speedboat (“Much 
faster than the government 
patrol boats,” said the driver 
with a giggle), and put down 
in a scruffy Cambodian vil¬ 
lage on the river’s edge. 

Here one of Tam Meng’s 
lieutenants and some moder¬ 
ately amiable guerrillas 
entertained us for a while. 

We know how to use our 
guns, not like the government 
troopa, one of Uiem said, and 
we don’t waste our ammuni¬ 
tion like they do, either. 

They were not the sort of 
people one disagreed with, 
and anyhow they gave us an 
excellent lunch of baked fish. 
ir. it -it 

Tam Mong chose to receive 
us a mile or so up toe river in 
the most imposing building he 
could find, an abandoned 
headquarters of the Cam¬ 
bodian river police. On our 
way there our guide re¬ 
marked that the leader had 
said that he would break the 
arm of 99 journalists out of 
100, “but not this one." 

We meditated on this, as 
we waited in a room bare but 
tor four folding chairs and a 
small plastic-topped table. 
Tam Mong made his entry 
rather Uke Ho Chi Minh is 
said to have done, appearing 
suddenly, alone and un¬ 
announced in the doorway. 

He wore blue-grey pyjamas 


and sandals and had a small, 
almost child’s head with a big 
forehead and slightly sticking- 
out ears. But the mild 
appearance was entirely at 
odds with his shrewdness and 
Unnerving determination. 

He complained that he was 
misunderst ood. People 
thought he was a “blood¬ 
thirsty killer.” He said that 
when he visited a Cambodian 
village recently “the monks 
were so afraid they came out 
to do homage to me. 1 told 
them to get up, I am Just like 
you. And then we "became 
real friends.” 

What came out most 
strongly was not his dislike 
for the communists, nor even 
his loyalty to his comrades, 
strong though both those 
feelings were. What he really 
felt passionately about was 
being Independent. 

“I’m used to being indepen¬ 
dent. I couldn't bear being 
walled up.” Being In the 
maquis, It seemed, gave a 
man a sort of spiritual health. 

+ it it 

He talked pityingly of two 
other well-know Hoa Hao 
guerrilla leaders who had 
gone over to the government 
some years ago. And what 
had happened to them? One 
had got himself killed by the 
Viet Cong. The other had 
taken 12 wives. 

Tam Mong expressed what 
a lot of his thuggish men 
probably felt, but could not 
put into words. Tam Mong’s 
army would only be a foot¬ 
note to the Indochina war if 
this hunger for independence 
were not common to many 
Vietnamese. •> 

They cannot live like Tam 
Mong in a real maquis but 
many of them can and do live 
in a * mental and spiritual 
maquis from which they 
thumb their noses at all 
governments. And a whole 
chapter of some future his¬ 
tory of the Indochina war 
deserves to be written about 
that.

U.S. Faces Space Decision 

Men or Machines? 


By DAVID ZINMAN 

When the Apollo 14 astronauts try to link their space 
ships Saturday after taking off from the moon, they will face 
a critical moment in their nine-day moon flight. 

Mission control in Houston has found no flaw in the 
docking system that gave the spacemen so much trouble last 
Sunday. But only when the lunar module and the Apollo 
command ship actually join up again will the suspense really 
be over. 

And so the uncertainty building up to that second docking 
manoeuvre once again raises the question of which is the 
better way to explore space—manned or unmanned. 

The Russians have taken the attitude that it doesn’t make 
much sense to send a man when a machine can go. On the 
other hand, the U.S. has jEhe view there’s no substitute tor 
human eyes and judgment. 

"Remember when the automatic guidance system started 
landing Apollo ll’s lunar module in a crater?” a spokesman 
for the National Aeronautics and Space Administration asked. 
"Neil Armstrong had to take the controls. No one knows what 
would have happened if he didn’t and the ship set down on 
one of those big boulders.” 

k k k 

Still, the scellerating success of Russia's unmanned 
efforts make the argument for America’s expensive man-in¬ 
space program increasingly difficult to accept. 

In 1967 the Soviets demonstrated unmanned automated 
docking irv orbit. Last September their Luna 16 completed the 
first round-trip lunar visit by an unmanned craft. It returned 
with a load of moon rocks. 

A second vehicle, the moon rover Lunokhod 1, is up there 
now probing the surface. And last week, unmanned Venera 7 
out through the thick, cloud-shrouded atmosphere of Venus 
and became the first space probe to touch down oh that 
torrid surface. 

The Soviets have triumphantly made the point that robot 
ships can go where man cannot, and they can go at no risk to 
life and at less expense. For instance, the Soviets claim 
unmanned flight costs from ohe-twentieth to one-fiftieth that 
of a manned flight doing the same job. So far the Russians 
have only used manned flight around earth in preparation for 
an orbiting space station. 

Critics of the U.S. manned space program feel the time 
to begin de-emphasizing manned space flight is now. "The 
manned space program, it seems to me, has had its day," 
says Dr. Thomas Gold of Cornell University, who heads 
President Nixon’s space science panel. 

k k k 

"My opinion is that we should fly the Apollo hardware we 
have already built to the moon. But then we should prepare 
for a vigorous unmanned program many times cheaper. 
When done in a sophisticated way, it can be, in every 
instance, more effective.” 

As an illustration, Gold talks about an automated robot 
making moonwalks. It would have television eyes and hands 
and feet "slaved” to a man on the ground. The man on earth 
would see what the robot's television eyes would see. And the 
earthman would use his hands to make the robot’s grappling 
hands pick up rocks. 

"That kind of explorer would be able to travel perhaps 
1,000 miles across the lunar surface and stay maybe a year,” 
Gold says. "How much more valuable would samples be from 
this long traverse?" 

NASA, reeling from severe budget cuts, is reducing its 
future manned space effort. But it is far from abandoning it. 
The next man-in-space program after Apollo is Skylab, a 
three-man earth-orbiting workshop using the remaining 
Apollo hardware. Three different crews will visit this 
laboratory for periods up to 56 days in 1972 and 1973.

Spanish Sahara, the last fragment o£ Spain’s once 
vast colonial empire, will hold a referendum this year 
on the question of self-determination. 

Spain is under pressure from Morocco, Mauritania and 
Algeria to accelerate the promised plebiscite. As far back as 
September, 1966, the Spanish government informed the United 
Nations that it was agreable to the exercise of the principle of 
self-determination in the Spanish Sahara. In the same year the 
UN requested Spain to establish procedures "a t the earliest 
possible date” for a referendum under UN auspices. 


Then, after a hiatus of four or five years, comes the 
space station-shuttle program. NASA plans to use a six-to-12- 
man station in orbit, servicing it with a reusable shuttle craft 
that would fly between earth and the station somewhat like 
an airplane. It’s scheduled to go up in 1977 or 1978. But the 
slash in space financing makes the timetable uncertain, 

For this very reason space officials are pushing hard for 
this program. They warn that further delay will give the 
Soviets the lead in manned space even with the Russians’ 
more modest program. Some think the Soviets will orbit the 
first elements of a larger statioh in 1971. 

"Our feeling,” a NASA spokesman said, "is there is room 
in space for both man and machine. We want to run a 
balanced program of manned and unmanned flight.” 

Despite NASA’s expressed concern about falling behind 
Russia, critics of manned space exploration claim the space 
station effort is really being designed as > prelude to a 
manned trip to Mars. 

★ ★ ★ 

"To pretend one is not building a space shuttle in 
preparation for a trip to Mars is nonsense,” Gold said. 
“NASA knows it cannot now propose a manned landing on 
Mars, because the coat would be outlandish — maybe $100 
billion. So what it does is propose an orbital space program 
which would, in fact, be a stepping stone. ” 

Ultimately, Gold and other scientific opponents of 
manned space flight feel it will be with unmanned, automated 
ships that man explores Mars and the other planets — at 
least for the foreseeable future. And, they feel, the goals 
should be purely scientific — sending up communications, 
navigation, weather and reconnaissance satellites, and 
studying the planets, other elements of the solar system and 
the sun. 

Decisions about future man-in-«pace programs ought to 
be made not for reasons of prestige but on cold facts, 
suggests Dr. James Van Allen, whose instrument aboard 
America’s first satellite discovered the Van Allen radiation 
belt. 

"If one or more men in the spacecraft is the cost- 
effective technique for conducting any one of these missions, 
let it be done in that mo#,**’Van Allen says. “But if, as I 
anticipate, this is not the case, let us not grieve nor devote 
ourselves to the invention of specious and inane reasons to 
the contrary.” 

Unmanned, instrumented flight won’t be as exciting, say 
the critics of manned space. But they think it will be far 
more important.

C urrent Spanish foreign 
policy places great im¬ 
portance on maintaining close 
and friendly ties with Arab 
countries. 

In addition to Spain’s 
proximity to North Africa and 
the historical infusion of 
Moorish blood and customs. 
Spanish policy is ever mindful 
of the two enclaves on the 
North African coast, the 
Spanish cities of Ceuta and 
Melilla, which Spain is deter¬ 
mined to retain at all costs. 

But the usually good 
Spanish-Arab relations have 
been occasionally strained by 
the overlapping claims of 
Morocco, Mauritania and Al¬ 
geria to portions of the 
sparsely populated but phos¬ 
phate-rich Spanish Sahara. 

★ ★ ★ 

In the past, any joint North 
African efforts to separate 
Spain from its possessions in 
the Sahara were hindered by 
Morocco’s territorial quarrels 
with its neighbors. 

In 1970, however, these 
relations improved con¬ 
siderably. Morooco renounced 
its claim to the oasis of 
Tindouf with its rich iron 
deposits during a meeting of 
King Hassan II wittvAlgeria’s 
President Houari Boue- 
medienne. 

A further meeting was held 
with Mauritania’s President 
Miktar Ould Daddah and 
diplomatic relations were 
finally established between 
Morocco and Mauritania. 
After both meetings the 
participants called on Spain to 
decolonize the Sahara. 

k k k 

During the fall session of 
the United Nations, Spain 
sought to ease the friction 
over the future of the Spanish 
Sahara by giving assurances 
to interested countries that 
the referendum would be held 
promptly. Spain also offered 
to collaborate with Morocco, 
Mauritania and Algeria in 
the exploitation of the phos¬ 
phate and other mineral 
resources. 

The Spanish Sahara, legally 
a province of Spain, stretches 
for nearly 500 miles along the 
Atlantic coast of northwest 
Africa just south of Morocco* 
shares a short boundary with 
the western tip of Algeria, 
and borders Mauritania for 
1,000 bleak and sandy miles. 

The Spanish Canary Islands 
lie offshore about 100 to 200 
miles distant. 


The basis of the native 
economy are fishing and the 
raising of camels, goats and 
sheep. Rainfall is negligible 
and irregular. Recent dis- 
coveries of underground 
reservoirs of water have 
ended the importation of 
water from the Canary 
Islands and have led to some 
farming. 

In 1965, the discovery of a 
vast underground lake in the 
Villa Cisneros area gave 
additional hope for substantial 
agricultural and pasturage 
development. 


Venomous Sea Snakes 
Threat to Atlantic Fish

If the proposed sea-level 
canal across the isthmus of 
Panama is built, watch out 
for thd venomous yellow- 
bellied sea snake, scientists 
»ay. 

The snakes, at present 
confined generally to * the 
Pacific and Indian Oceans, 
could swim through the canal 
and play havoc with flesh¬ 
eating fish of the tropical 
Atlantic. 

★ ★ ★ 

Scientists at the Smith- 
s o n i a n Tropipal Research 
Institute in Balboa, Canal 
Zone, are studying the habits 
of the sea snake in an 
attempt to appraise the con¬ 
sequences of its possible 
migration through the pro¬ 
posed canal. 

In one experiment a fish 
swallowed a yellow-bellied sea 
snake tail first and it was a 
mistake. In going down the 
snake managed' to bite the 
fish under one eye. Within 20 
minutes the fish was dead of 
its venom. 

Another fish found it also 
was a mistake to swallow a 
yellow-belly head first. It 
swallowed two that way, one 
after the other — and died of 
an internal bite after regurgi¬ 
tating two undamaged snakes. 

These f ish were the 
sportive, flesh-eating snappers 
of the Atlantic. There are no 
yellow-bellied sea snakes in 
their ocean and they were 
having their first experiences 


with them in a scientific fish- 
study tank. 

The snappers of the tropioal 
eastern Pacific have long 
since learned to leave them 
strictly alone, since their 
ocean abounds with them. A 
Pacific snapper captive in the 
tank in which the snakes were 
the only food starved rather 
than touch one. 

Other things besides the 
yellow belly, whatever they 
are, cause them to shy away. 
They refused to eat skinned 
snakes nor would they have 
anything to do with snakes 
painted all black or red and 
black. 

★ ★ ★ 

And not only snappers. On 
autopsy the stomach contents 
of 26 species of bony and 
cartilaginous fishes caught off 
the Pacific coast of Panama, 
included no snakes. 

Two infants of the species, 
nurse shark, which being a 
scavenger eats practically 
anything, refused morsels of 
see snake. They couldn't have 
had any encounters with the 
live animal. 

And when bits of snake 
meat were jammed into 
squids, the sharks separated 
them in their mouths and 
spat out the snake flesh ertiile 
swallowing the squid. 


The scientists revealed 
these formidable defences of 
a sluggish creature that

Scientifically It is called 
pel a mis platurus. It has been 
known to reach a length of 
eight feet but most adults are 
three to four feet. Over 
millions of years it spread 
eastward across the Pacific 
from the Indian Ocean but 
was stopped from 

the Atlantic by the 1st_ 

Panama. 

The proposed sea-level 
canal across the isthmus 
would permit it to enter the 
Atlantic in large numbers. 

At first, the Atlantic preda¬ 
tory fish would take a heavy 
toll because a' lucky hunter 
can make up to 22 meals cl 
yellow-bellies before it gets a 
fatal bite. 

But that mortality rate 
would be enough to evolve 
predators which would have 
no less respect for them than 
Pacific predators do. 

The probability is that the 
snakes would eventually 
colonize all of Ihe tropical 
Atlantic. 


Spain Is opposed to any 
solution which would permit 
annexation and division of the 
territory by its neighbors, 
mainly Morocco 'and Mauri¬ 
tania.

The native population is a" 
mixture of Arab, Berber and 
Negro elements. 

The capital of A1 Asiun has 
about 10,000 Inhabitants and 
Villa Cisneros, a southern 
port city, has a population of 
about 4,000. The settled popu¬ 
lation includes more than 
5,300 Europeans, primarily 
Spanish.

Spanish authorities say only 
the fixed population should 
have the right to vote.

• Baste occasionally during roasting. 

• Halfway through cooking, season the roast. 

• Roast precooked vegetables around meat if de¬ 
sired. 

• Let roast stand for at least 10 minutes to make 
carving easier. 

Seasonings for Pork: For special flavour, sprinkle 
or rub into the cut surface of the pork before cook¬ 
ing, any of the following seasonings: sage, thyme, 
oregano, paprika, cloves, chili powder, marjoram, 
dry mustard, garlic. Add sage or savory, onion, 
chopped apple and parsley to stuffing for roasts. 

Serve with Pork: Apple or currant jelly, cranberry 
sauce or relish; Pickled peaches, Crabapples or 
mustard pickles: Applesauce or sliced apples, 
broiled or sauteed apple rings; Baked beans, heated 
or cooked around the roast. —.

Pharmacists should be able 
to substitute lest expensive, 
but equivalent drugs (or ex- 
pensive, brand-name pre¬ 
scriptions, Agnes Kripps, (SC 
— Vancouver South) told the 
House Wednesday. 

Speaking In the throne 
speech debate, she asked for 
1 e g i s lation which would 
permit a pharmacist to make 
a product selection, even 
when a physician has pre¬ 
scribed a brand-name drug, 
so that a consumer could 
receive quality treatment 
with a choice of price. 

★ ★ ★ 

Mrs. Kripps stressed that 
the physician would still pre¬ 
scribe the type of drug 
needed, and could insist on a 
certain brand if necessary. 
The pharmacist’s responsi¬ 


bility would merely be to 
select the product. 

Mrs. Kripps said generic 
names of drugs tended to be 
unwieldy, while drug manu¬ 
facturers marketed those 
same drugs under simplified 
brand names. 

Brand-name drugs, she 
maintained, are considerably 
higher in price than their 
generic equivalents, and are 
boosted by detail men in the 
field carrying out expensive 
promotional and advertising 
schemes. 

"The doctor chooses the 
drug product, writes out the 
prescription, and the pharma¬ 
cist tills the prescription, 
usually with the brand-name. 
The consumer erf the drug has 
no choice of purchase at all. 

"I believe,” she said, "that 
this high cost of producing the 


brand-name drugs at the 
manufacturers' level is a 
factor that bears a direct 
influence on drug prices at 
the consumer level." 

Mrs. Kripps said that, of 
the drug manufacturers' sales 
dollar, only 7 per cent was 
•pent for research 'and 
development of all kinds, 
while their sales promotion 
expehset accounted for 30 per 
cent of that dollar. 

"This Is four times as much 
spent on sales promotion of 
the brand-name rather than 
its research. This fact alone 
should explain the high- 
pressure salesmanship, the 
brainwashing being done by 
the brand-name manufacturer 
for use of his particular 
product"

"Another stroke of the 
federal government pen” 
could make homemaking and 
babysitting a recognized voca¬ 
tion so that all legitimate 
expenses for . this service 
could b e claimed as a 
deduction for income tax 
purposes. 

This move would create a 
further 50,000 jobs in the 
province, Mrs. Jordan said. 


Speaking in the Legislature 
Wednesay in the throne 
speech debate, she devoted 
most of her attention to the 
needs of children and women 
in the province. 

She also asked for legisla¬ 
tion to limit election campaign 
expenditures which, she said, 
would eliminate the possibility 
of any special interest group 
"buying" an election for any 
party.

She pointed out that in the 
last election the Social Credit 
party spent 3526,815, the 
Liberals, $156,876. the NDP 
$79,363 and the Communists 
$3,320 showing, she said, that 
it is impossible for parties 
without money to make their 
case known in an election. 

Mrs. Dailly maintained that 
children’s health is being 
neglected and endangered in 
many ways. 

Many parents in low-in¬ 
come, and even In middle-in- 
oome brackets are unable to 
afford proper dental care for 
their children, making a 
medicare program essential, 
she said.

Parents of retarded or 
physically handicapped chil¬ 
dren are constantly near the 
brink of exhaustion, but have 
to form their own societies to 
gain some relief, she said. 
The government should 
provide proper facilities for 


these children instead of 
leaving the problem to be 
solved by local initiative. 

Health of children is being 
injured by pollution, but the 
province tosses financial 
responsibility for anti-pollu¬ 
tion measures on the already 
over-burdened regional” and 
municipal areas, she added. 


Children, said Mrs. Dailly, 
are being denied proper nutri¬ 
tion because of the high cost 
of food in the province. 

She said that while the 
average weekly Wage in VI©- 
toria is lower than anywhere 
else in the province, food 
costs are generally higher. 

She said last July the 
average wage in Victoria was 
$115.47 - $21.12 lower than 
the provincial average, and, 
added that the gap between 
the city and the'>rovlnce had 
widened steadily over the 
years. 

"In light of these figures it 
is interesting to note." she 
said, "Victoria is a city of 
civil servants who are denied 
the right to collective 
bargaining.

"Also, equally tragic, Vic¬ 
toria has an exceedingly high 
percentage of senior citizens 
who are caught in the grip of 
the unfettered rise in prices 
in their city."

Public School Personnel 


Trustees, Teachers Favor 
Investigation of Tenure 


A proposed provincial in¬ 
vestigation of the tenure 
system for public school 
teachers was welcomed 
Wednesday night by spokes¬ 
men for both trustees and 
teachers. 

Education minister Donald 
Brothers gave notice in the 
Legislature Wednesday at a 
motion that the House 
authorize the standing com¬ 
mittee on social welfare and 
education to examine the 
provisions and practices relat¬ 
ing to security erf tenure at 
the public school teachers and 
to report back. 

The motion will probably be 
debated next week. 

Greater Victoria school 
board chairman Allan 
M o K1 n n o n said at the 
moment, once a teacher has 
completed his one-year proba¬ 
tion, be can only be dismissed 
for gross misconduct. 

"That is such a strong 
charge, that for all practical 
purposes it means we cannot 
fire a teacher unless he has 
been convicted on a criminal 
charge,” said McKinnon. 

"About all we can do at the 
moment Is go to a teacher we 
feel is incompetent and hope 
he will resign." 

He said Victoria school 
district k already on record 
as favoring a two-year proba¬ 
tion term and five-year con¬ 
tracts for teachers. 

He said the B.C. School 
Trustees Association had dis¬ 


cussed the tenure problem 
frequently end was generally 
looking for some changes 

Victoria Teachers Associa¬ 
tion president Lee Isaacson 
said teachers were aware of 
the problems of tenure, and 
would like to be able to police 
their own ranks. 

"Our feeling is that there’s 
too little security during the 
one year’s probation and two 
much afterwards,” he said. 

"We wouldn't want to see 
this kind of thing lead to a 
witch hunt against teachers, 
though." 

One problem was that a 
teacher could be Inefficient In 
one department or with one 
age level, but superb with 
another group, and there had 
to be ways of determining if 
he had simply been placed 
inefficiently or if he was 
Incompetent before action 
was taken.

Judge William Ostler took 
Action three times Wednesday 
in Victoria Provincial Court 
to assist a 22-year-old man 
charged with causing bodily 
harm with Intent to wound. 

The man, Leonard Claude 
Morris, was charged as a 
result of an Incident last Nov. 
28 in a downtown Victoria 
beer parlor In which Jean 
Harris, 20, of Victoria, 
suffered faoial wounds. 

Morris said he did not 
understand the intent part of 
the charge and.added: "Sir, I 
was guilty of tone part and not 
the other part." 

Ostler explained the charge 
was a single entity and the 
crown had to prove all of its 
parts, so Morris pleaded not 
guilty. 

The judge and prosecutor 
John MacIntyre then set 
March 16 as the tentative 
date for tlal, but Macintyre 
disclosed Morris was already 
serving time In the B.C. 
penitentiary at New West¬ 
minster and Morris said he 
had already spent "three 
weeks in segregation” there 
awaiting a court appearance 
In Victoria. 

The word segregation Indi¬ 
cated confinement in a prison 
section for those awaiting 
trial, and Morris added: 

"Why shouldn't I be down 
where I was before? It’s sort 
of like extra punishment 
because I’m waiting for 
trial.” 

The judge explained judges 
have nothing to do with prison 
rules but found an earlier 
day, Feb. 26. for trial. 

His final bit of help came 
with word that Morris could 
be held in Wilkinson Road jafl, 
Saanich until his trial, instead 
of going back to his "segrega¬ 
tion” in New Westminster. 


A lengthy preliminary hear¬ 
ing which took eight sitting 
days o f court early in 
December resumed Wednes¬ 
day and is scheduled to 
continue today, Friday, Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday. 

The hearing is into a Joint 
charge against businessmen- 
brothers Walter and Earl 
Large, which contains two 
counts of fraud and one count 
of theft. 

Ray Paris Is prosecutor at 
the hearing while Boyd Ferris 
is chief defence lawyer. A no- 
publication order covering all 
evidence during the hearing 
was issued as it began Dec. 2, 
at the request of Ferris. 


The problem of 17-year-olds 
arose again when lew student 
Douglas Christie, appearing 
for an accused on a charge of 
theft involving less than $50, 


moved for dismissal of the 
case. 

A Vancouver Provincial 
Court judge ruled last Friday 
17-year-olds must be heard 
only in juvenile courts and 
the B.C. government has 
launched an appeal.

Victoria Wine Firm’s Profits Soar

Wine Ltd. of Victoria almost 
doubled In 1970, rising to 
$261,912 (20.4 cents a share) 
from $190,047 (11.3 cents) in

The net profit excluded 
e x t r a o rdinary items of 
income arising from the sales 
of the Logana Farm in 
Central Saanich and the 
warehouse property cm 
Borden Street 

Derek Haxell, president, 
said net sales of Growers and 
Castle wines increased during 
the year by 13.5 per cent to a 
volume of $4,601,748. 

The company, - which 
producer wine at Moose Jaw 
in addition to Victoria, said 
its sales had increased during 
the year in all the provinces. 

Growers’ Wine is a partly* 


owned subsidiary of Imasoo 
Ltd. and its accounts are 
consolidated in the annual 
report of that company.

IN A DILEMMA 

It is fairly clear that 
Canadian oilman, R. A. 
Brown Jr., wants to sell his 
controlling interest in Home 
Oil, and that the willing 
customer at the moment Is 
Ashland Oil of the United 
States. 

As Home Oil is the largest 
of the Canadian oil and gas 
producing-companies still in 
Canadian ownership, the 
government has entered the 
bargaining picture and has 
indicated it will not be happy 
if the Ashland bid is accepted 
and Home comes under II.S. 
dominance. 


Energy Minister J. J. 
Greene said in the Commons 
that while he had informed 
the interested parties the 
government does not wish 
control of Home to go out of 
the country, he is not pre¬ 
pared to go as far as to veto 
the deal. 

He hopes that Brown will be 
able to make his sale without 
taking of Home out of Cana¬ 
dian control, but whether 
Ashland would be content 
with a minority position is 
another matter. 

Indeed, unless the govern¬ 
ment is willing to take the 
same hard line as it .did with 
Denison when that company 
attempted to sell out its 
uranium business to Hudson’s 
Bay OH and Gas — a 
subsidiary of the U.S. Con¬ 


tinental (Ml — Brown might 
not have much option but to 
accept a foreign bid. 

It has been suggested that 
one of the major oil com¬ 
panies. such as Shell Canada 
Ltd., might be interested in 
acquiring Home, but here 
again it could be reasoned 
that Shell is an international 
company controlled by Shell 
Investments Ltd. of the 
Hague. 

So if we exclude Shell, 
Imperial, Gulf, Texaco and 
B.C. Standard — all U.S. 
subsidiaries — the number of 
domestic potential buyers for 
Home is limited to a com¬ 
parably small number of 
companies of which the most 
important is perhaps Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Oil and Gas. 

The government might 


claim this is the situation in 
which its proposed Canada 
Development Corp. could step 
in, but would it be able to run 
the Home Oil company 
effectively? 

This is the problem, and if 
Brown has determined that 
for reasons of health, age or 
what have you he wants to 
sell out, is the government 
right in restricting his ability 
to do so? 

The government is treading 
on dangerous ground when it 
attempts to set up guidelines 
restricting the way in which 
private enterprise can dispose 
of its assets.

them all up and decided the seedman 
had been having a game with me. 

Since that time, I found that the 
proper way to grow Twinkles is to 
scatter the seed on the ground outdoors 
and let it go at that. Under this casual 
treatment the plants were sturdy and 
compact, self-supporting, and flowering 
profusely with a kaleidoscope of glowing 
colors.

Carol In, Ed Out 


A Friend Listens

I started, off in my last column to 
take you by the hand and lead you 
through the intricacies of the modem 
seed catalogue, listing and describing 
•ome of the tesy-to-grow flowers which 
have given my family pleasure. 

One little flower which has been 
shamefully and quite unnecessarily 
neglected is Phacelia campanularia, 
known in Europe as the Copenhagen 
bluebell and in ‘America as the 
California bluebell. If you remember, I 
distributed free seeds of this little 
fellow about 12 years ago, and some of 
my readers still have It in their gardens 
as seif-eown seedlings. 

■ .. ★ * ★ 

Phaoelia is a little beauty, growing 
only about as big as sweet alyssum of 
lobelia, but covered all over with 
blossoms about the size of a 25-cent coin 
and of the clearest and most striking 
blue—the shade you find in the summer 
sky on a calm, clear, sunny day. Each 
flower has a tiny centre eye of the 
purest white. 

The plants are quick and easy from 
seed, flowering in about seven weeks 
after making an outdoor sowing. 
Phacelia ipakes an admirable and 
distinctive edging to a flower bed, or 
may be used to furnish a window box or 
a pocket in the rock garden. It doesn’t 


have quite the staying power of sweet 
alyssum, but it is an easy matter to 
sprinkle a few more pinches of seed 
from time to time through the summer 
to keep a succession of young plants 
coming along. v 

While we’re on the subject of dwarf 
annuals, I’d like to get in a plug for the 
quick-growing and popular Linaria, a 
tiny plant shaped like a fairy snap¬ 
dragon and bearing the singularly 
unattractive cimmon name of Toad flax. 

There are two different strains of 
annua] Linaris offered in the seed 
catalogues—Northern Lights, growing 
around 12 inches in height, and Fairy 
Bouquet, a little smaller, but both 
producing masses of stiff tittle spikes 
bearing tiny snapdragon-like flowers in 
shades of crimson, mauve, gold, pink, 
plue t yellow and cream.

Like the glorious annual "Heavenly 
Blue" morning glory, the dainty annual 
Linaria has a perennial cousin which 
has won for itself the dubious honor of 
being listed as a noxious weed under 
the Canada Weeds Act. 

Many an unsuspecting home gar¬ 
dener has welcomed the appearance of 
a pretty little yellow snapdragon in his 
flower beds, only to find that Linaria 
vulgaris has taken complete possession

Arctic ‘Shoals’ Unveiled 


By DIANE JANOWHKI 

Underwater hillocks, 
apparently made of fresh¬ 
water ice, have been dis¬ 
covered on the floor of the 
Beaumont Sea in the Arctic 
Ocean by the crew of a 
V icturia-based hydrographic 
vessel working with others. 

One of the structures, which 
was discovered less than one 
mile north of the route 
followed in 1969 by the 
Humble Oil supertanker, 
Manhattan, rises to within 
15.4 metres (about 50 feet) of 
the water’s surface. 

At the time It crossed the 
Northwest Passage, the Man¬ 
hattan was drawing 15.!? 
metres. 

★ ★ * 

The undersea hummocks — 
rounded or conical knolls of 
ice — were discovered this 
summer by Canadian hydro- 
graphic vessels, but analysis 


of data collected on the 
expedition was only recently 
completed. 

In a paper presented in 
Ottawa Wednesday at the 
annual congress of the Cana¬ 
dian Institute of Surveying, 
Michael B o 1 to n, Pacific 
regional hydro grapher for the 
federal environment depart¬ 
ment’s marine sciences 
branch, described how the 
hillocks were discovered. 
k k k 

Ships involved were the CSS 
Parizeau, from the Esquimalt 
graving dock; the CSS Baffin, 
from the Bedford Institute of 
Oceanography near Halifax; 
and die CSS Hudson, then 
completing the first circum¬ 
navigation of fhe Americas 
ever taken. i - 

The major hydrographic 
vessel in the marine sciences 
fleet, the Baffin had been sent 
through\ the Panama canal to 


assist the Parizeau. which 
had to be converted from its 
regular form as a tidal and 
current Vessel lor the work. 

Bolton said that what had 
been planned as a routine 
examination of a suspected 
shoal area “turned into a 
h y drographer’s nightmare” 
'tZz more shoals being 
discovered each time the 
survey limits were expanded. 

Stan Huggetl, wlio is in 
charge of the Arctic hydro¬ 
graphy program, told the 
Colonist that most of the 54 
shoals ultimately discovered 
are ice hills. 

k k k 

Core samples taken by 
drilling equipment aboard the 
Hudson showed that the 
mounds consisted of fresh¬ 
water ice covered with silt, 
somewhat similar to “pingos” 
that have already been found 
on land in the western Arctic. 


Dr. William English, deputy 
Pacific region director, said . 
in an interview in Victoria 
that the origins of the under¬ 
sea mounds, which have not 
been discovered elsewhere in 
the world, are still a source 
of mystery. 

One theory concerning them 
is that they were fresh-water 
lakes that froze over at y a 
time when the Arctic Ocean 
was lower than it now Is. As 
the sea began to expand, it 
moved across the frozen 
surface of the lakes. 

k ^ k k 

The cold salt water would 
have caused the soil around 
and below the lake to freeze 
more quickly than the fresh 
water that was then trapped 
between the ice and the lake 
bottom. 

As the fresh water froze 
downward, it would encounter 
the already frozen lake 


bottom and would iiave had to 
expand upwards. It could not 
thaw as the freezing tem- | 
perature of fresh water is 
higher than for salt water. 

The silt that now covers the 
mounds was probably washed 
onto them by currents from 
the Mackenzie River. 

k k k 

In his paper, Bolton said 
“results indicate that further 
shoal areas do exist to the 
eastward." 

The discoveries were made 
as part of an expanded Arctic 
hydrographic program and 
H u g g e 11 said that new 
western Arctic charts have 
been given priority and will 
be available by June. 

The charts are prepared in 
Victoria although they are 
printed In Ottawa as the 
Pacific region, which is based 
here, has operational respon¬ 
sibility for marine surveys in

the western Arctic as well as

Bolton also announced in his

Angus of Sidney, would be 
committed to the western 
Arctic tor the summer 
months "for the next several 
years.” 

Built in 1967 as an oceano¬ 
graphic vessel with special 


provisions for tidal and 
current measurement work, 
the Parizeau was converted 
into a hydrographic survey 
ship capable of carrying four 
high-speed sounding launclies 
for the Arctic work.

The minister also dashed 
the city’s hope that it may 
get approval for the extension 
if tests at the new Macaulay 
Point outfall prove that it is 
safe to discharge raw sewage 
into the ocean.

^'It won’t help if everybody 
simply says* they’re not going 
to do it.” 

Other Methods 

Dr. Whitbread said the cost 
of a primary treatment plant 
isn’t “as high as some people 
make it out to be.” There are 
methods, he said, by which 
sewage can be comminuted 
(ground up) at a reasonable 
cost. 

“I don’t see how we can go 
on this way. View Royal is a 
stinking mess and so are 
other areas which I can’t 
mention. Instead of spending 
money on all kinds of recrea¬ 
tional facilities, we should be 
putting in outfalls, and we 
should do it now,” he said. 


A spokesman for the city’s 
engineering department said 
there is danger of sewers 
backing up and pumping 
equipment breaking down 
when a sewage system is 
overtaxed. 

The Clover Point trupk 
sewer-is not big enough to 
accommodate more sewage, 
but th$ city won’t replace the 
present trunk sewer until it 
knows exactly whether a 
treatment plant will be in¬ 
stalled, or the discharge pipe 
extended into the ocean.

Arts Centre in Ottawa. 

In his enthusiastic, southern 
drawl, he moved a model of 
his set about. "What I have 
really done is given Ralph 
Allen, the director, a set of 
building blocks that he can 
direct along with the actors. 

"Because of the problems 
of the thrust stage in Ottawa, 
the set has become a package 
of giant hand props that 
servants who are on stage 
constantly change as the 


story evolves^ This means the 
director has to work out 
sensible movements for these 
extras, as they in fact rework 
the visual concepts." 

The theatre department has 
built a variety of levels, 
platforms, and stairways 
which fit onto hexagonal 
bases, which may be rotated. 
Cothran has also created two 
tall pavillions. 

By using the building block 
technique, he has succeeded 
in producing a visual setting,

Mrs. Salkeld said the doctor 
told her that her son was a 
chronic schizophrenic and was 
not going to get better, only 
progressively worse and was 
incapable of holding a job.

upset and depressed. 

His mother said he tried to 
get admitted to the Whitby 
Psychiatric Hospital and the 
Queen Street Mental Health 
Centre, but neither could take 
him. 

He was finally referred to 
the Clarke Institute of Psy¬ 
chiatry and seemed to re¬ 
spond well to six weeks of 
treatment. 

Last month, Mrs. Shlkeld 
had a visitor.

"He was like a raving luna¬ 
tic," she said. "He sat on the 
edge of that chair . . . and he

He feels the prevention of 
unwanted pregnancies is the 
most important task for the 
clinic and its staff of doctors 
and other experts. “This is 
just as important for the 
young mothers as for the 
children." 

In the 1968-69 school year a 
total of 56 girls aged 13 to 17 
became pregnant. The follow¬ 
ing year the number fell 
slightly to 49 for the entire 
country. 

The hope of the clinic staff 
is this figure will continue to 
fall as a result of their work.

Some plays in 
bridge enjoy higher 
prestige than others 
and whichever way you 
louk at k die common- 
or-garden finesse can 
hardly be termed the 
aristocrat of the bunch. 

After all, a finesse is 
as likely to lose as to 
win, and this hardly 
adds to its attractions. 

Occasionally, how¬ 
ever, declarer can take 
a finesse and achieve 
the desired result 
whether it wins or 
lose*, and in such a 
case, of course, the 
finesse becomes a very 
attractive proposition 
indeed. 

Let's say that West 
leads the K-Q of 
heart*. You ruff and note that the contract will be cold if 
East ha* the king of spades. For the time being, 
therefore, you naturally assume that We*t ha* it 

If you could win four club tricka, you could discard a 
spade from dummy and ruff a spade to make the 
. contract. Normally, the best chance to win four club* 
would be to simply cash the A-K-Q. which is certainly 
better than taking the A-K and then finessing the ten. 

However, the idea of finessing the ten of clubs is not 
really so crazy, and in this particular case, if you arrange 
matters properly, you make the contract whether the ten- 
finesse wins or loses. 

You draw trumps, ruff dummy's last heart, and take 
the A-K of clubs. Then you lead a third club from dummy 
and finesse the ten. 

In the actual case the ten wins and you simply 
discard a spade on the queen of clubs to make the 
* contract. 

The beauty of this method of play is thkt If the ten 
lost to the jack. West would have to give you a ruff and 
discard or return a spade into your A-Q; and again you 
would make the contract.

Victoria Lab o r* Council 
delegate Lew Eckford 
threatened to quit Wednesday 
night unless the council dis¬ 
associated itself from the 
. “fiasco” that occurred during 
.the opening of the B.C. 
Legislature Jan. 21. 

Eckford, a member of the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees and until recently 
second vice-president of the 
council, was referring to 
name-calling and the invasion 
of the main legislature build¬ 
ing during a massive un¬ 
employment demonstration. 

The B.C. Federation of 
Labor, which staged the 2,000- 
strong unemployment march, 
has disclaimed any connection 
with the crowd of about 200 
noised e monstr at ora — 
mostly youth* — who stormed 
into the building, smashed 
windows and engaged in some 
fighting. 

Eckford’s motion that the 
Victoria Labor Council dis¬ 
associate itself from the 
“fiasco” was passed after a 
stormy debate in which dele¬ 
gates both defended and 
criticized the federation. The 
result Ineant he would remain 
in the council. 

Several delegates said the 
fed eration’s demonstration 
had served a good purpose 
and that it had been well 
carried out There was no 
way of stopping the outsiders, 
they said. 

Eckford said he was not 
attacking the demonstration 
as such, but just the unruly 
element. 


Unsafe 

Tires 

Blamed 


A coroner’s jury recom¬ 
mended Wednesday night that 
more motor vehicle testing 
stations be established 
throughout B.C., after hearing 
that the tires of a car 
involved in a fatal accident 
Nov. 8 were in unsafe condi¬ 
tion. f 

The jury was investigating 
the death of car driver James 
Maude, 23, of 2289 Harbor 
Hoad, Sidney, who died after 
a crash on Patricia Bay 
highway. The jury ruled that 
the tires on another car 
involved in the accident, 
driven by Raymond Perry, 22, 
of 2340 Weller, Sidney, were 
badly worn. 

They found that both Maude 
and Perry had been driving 
dangerously and said the 
accident was caused by both 
drivers driving at an exces¬ 
sive speed side by side.

It was his observation that 
people like Jaycees, who 
involved themselves in 
politics as young men, usually 
continued to be Involved. 

Anderson said he agreed 
whole heartedly with his 
government’s action on three 
matters — the freeze on civil 
service hirings which wag felt 
at the federal forestry labora¬ 
tory in Saanich and the 
experimental farm in 
Saanichton. the fight against 
inflation and the successful 
balancing of the budget. 

Other opinions: 

• On the Senate — "It’s 
useless. There are only about 
30 working senators. (J. JL.) 
Nichol from B.C. is excellent. 
There are other excellent 
team going when only two- 
t4am going when only two- 
thirds of it are turning up* 
Either fold it up and turn it 
into a really good swimming 
pool pr change the member¬ 
ship and turn it into some¬ 
thing useful.” 

• On what the Individual 
can do about pollution — 
“Kep up the pressure. The 
individual can do a lot this 
way.” 

• On the Emergency 
Measures Act — "There are 
between 30 and 50 people in 
jail under this act If we 
changed it now before they 
came to trial, we’d be in 
trouble. But I believe the act 
should be as temporary as 
possible.”

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Apollo Enters Moon Orbit

HOUSTON — Three U.S. 
spacemen assured a crucial 
battery won't go dead, shot 
themselves into lunar orbit 
early today while hidden 
behind the moon they In¬ 
tend to visit Friday. 

A six-minute braking blast 
of their spacecraft’s biggest 
engine, dro pped Alan 
Shepard. Stuart Roosa and 
Edgar Mitchell into an' egg- 
shaped path around the moon. 

Shepard and Mitchell hope 
to land at 1:17 a.m. Friday in 


an ancient valley to conduct 
two moonwalks seeking 
geological treasures that may 
be 5 billion years olcl. Roosa 
will orbit alone above them 
while they are on the surface. 

Discovered during an early 
morning checkout of the lunar 
lander Antares, the potential 
battery pr oblem kept 
engineers busy throughout the 
day while tlie astronauts 
slept. 

The shortage itself, three- 
tenths of a volt — or enough 
to dimly light just one 
Christmas tree bulb — was

very .small. But the fear that 
it could mean a dead battery 
or serious electrical trouble 
when the astronauts tried to 
leave the moon prompted 
controllers to orde£ Mitchell 
to re-enter the Antares and 
double check all the circuits. 

Mitchell spent almost an 
hour in the lander, flipping 
switches and running every 


conceivable check ground 
controllers could devise. 
Shepard and Roosa remained 
in the command ship Kitty 
Hawk. 

“Are we go?" Mitchell 
finally asked controllers. 

“It looks good." said 
astronaut Joe Engle in 
Mission Control.

Controversial Psychiatrist 
Brock Chisholm Dies at 74

Dr. Brock Chisholm, who 
rose from a small-town doctor 
.to director-general of the 
World Health Organization, 
has died In Victoria at the 
age of 74. 

He died Tuesday in the 
Veterans’ Hospital in Victoria 
after three years’ confine¬ 
ment.

George Brock Chisholm was 
the psychiatrist who told 
parents they should not lie to 
their children about Santa 
Claus, and that North 
American hospitals cause 
neurotic children because 
babies are kept behind glass 
and separated from their 
mothers. 

But he was a figure of 
controversy in many other 
ways. 

He did not have a diploma 
tn public health, but received 
the W.H.O. appointment. 

It was Chisholm who helped

explain to that exceedingly 
anxious and perplexed world 
of the 1940s and 1950s that the 
state of good health, as it has 
been .perceived through 


human history still was a 
mirage. • 

He said the worst thing in 
store for younger generations 
was the prospect of "turning 
out like us" and he main¬ 
tained that if man continued 
to behave as In the past he 
would probably destroy the 
human race.

The words of this small, 
dapper figure were always 
forceful. 

As general in charge of the 
Canadian Army’« medical 
services during the Second 
World War, he devised tests 
for recruits to screen out the 
mentally unstable. Then . he 
became Canada’s deputy 
minister of health, a post 
from which he stepped into 
the world's top health job in 
1948 and held it for five 
years. 

After he retired to a 
wooded, four-acre property at 
Sooke in 1953 — a spry 57 — 
he continued to speak on his

Dear Dr. TliosteetAi: When 
one has a thyroid deficiency, 
the kind that makes you too 
tired to live, will the medica¬ 
tion ever bring it back to 
norma] or must it be taken 
all one's life? Would a 
complete lack of salt bring on 
this condition?—L.HA. 


Quite often a sluggish thy¬ 
roid gland will require medi¬ 
cation for life — to replace 
the thyroid hormone which 
the gland Isn’t producing In 
sufficient quantity. 

That, however, does not 
rule out the possibility that 
the gland may, by use of 
some other medication, be 
brought back to normal. It 
depends on what ails the gland 
in the first place. 

Just lack of salt doesn’t 
caqse thyroid deficiency. 
However, lack of a trace of 
iodine does do so. That’s why 
iodized salt came into use — 
to provide a trace of iodine in 
areas where iodine is scarce 
in foodstuffs. So if you mean 
that kind of salt, yes, lack of 
It could "starve" the gland 
and in time lead to thyroid 
deficiency and goiter. 


If a child were led to 
believe that Santa is real and 
learned later that he is not, 
other parental teachings 
might also be questioned, he 
said.

The three representatives 
felt that the decision was up 


to toe parents of the children 
involved, and that any 
takeover must be made 
gradually. 

”1 feel that the Indian 
people should get involved 
and give themselves at least 
five years before taking over 
toe schools,” Antoine said. 
it it it 

One education policy toe 
band members were against 
was the increased annual 
cutback in the number of 
students admitted to the 
residential schools. 

“The school should be left 
open for children from broken 
homes and other special 
cases,” Antoine said. 

The present proposal is a 


move on the part of toe 
federal government to have 
the Indian people directly 
involved in toe planning and 
operation of toe residence 
program.

The major impact of the 
proposal would be an increase 
in Indian control of the 
education and development of 
Indian children. Second result 
would be a strengthening of 
the cultural identity of the 
residence students, helping 
them retain contact with the 
Indian community. 

“I would be more in favor 
of the proposal after the 
Indian people are trained to 


handle the responsibility,” 
said Antoine. 

“At the present time toe 
priests and nuns from toe 
Catholic church are doing a 
wonderful job.

Donald Brothers an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that his 
department will share the 
cost of some television 
equipment with school 
districts. 

HU announcement was wel¬ 
comed by Greater Victoria 
school district chairman Allan 
McKinnon, who said he hoped 
that Brothers will also set 
some standards so that school 
districts can be sure of 1 
getting equipment that will be 
interchangeable. 

He said Victoria has been 
using half-inch tapes, but 
many school districts had 
been holding back from 
buying equipment until they 
found which size would he 
interchangeable. 

“I hope the minister will 
make some regulations about 
this so no one is left out on a 
limb, unable to exchange 
tapes with others,” McKinnon 
said. 

According to a depart¬ 
mental bulletin being issued 
to school districts the cost 
sharing will be limited. 

In elementary schools, the 
department will share in the 
purchase of receiver monitors 
on the basis of one set for 
each 120 students. 

In high schools it will 
provide for limited tape- 
recording facilities and other 
essential equipment. 

Brothers said the depart¬ 
ment recognises the value of 
television as a teaching tool. 
“Its utilization at all levels of 
education over an extended 
period has established it as a 
significant and useful tool in 
the hands of a skilled 
teacher," he said. 

Television, said Brothers, 
has an impact which helps 
involve a student in a subject, 
and allows curriculum to be 
upgraded and enriched on a 
regular planned basis. 

It also enables teachers 
with special interests and 
competence t o reach an 
almost unlimited number of 
students and other teachers. 
Such valuable material, he 
pointed out. can be per- 
manently at cred and 
retrieved.

Controversial Psychiatrist 
Brock Chisholm Dies at 74

Dr Brock Chisholm, who 
rose from a small-town doctor 
to director-general > of the 
World Health Organization, 
has died in Victoria at the 
age of 74. « 

He died Tuesday in the 
Veterans’ Hospital in Victoria 
after three, years’ confine¬ 
ment

Geonpe Brock Chisholm was 
the jwyohiatrist who told 
parents they should not lie to 
their children about Santa 
Claus, and that North 
American hospitals cause 
neurotic children because 
babies are kept behind glass 
and separated from their 
mothers. 

But he was a figure of 
controversy in many other 
ways. 

He did not have a diploma 
In public health, but received 
the WHO appointment. 

It Was Chisholm who helped

explain to that exceedingly 
anxious and perplexed world 
of the 1340s and 1950s that the 
state of good health, as it has 
been perceived through 


human history, still was a 
mirage. 

He said the worst thing in 
store for younger generations 
was the prospect of “turning 
out like us” and he main¬ 
tained that if man continued 
to behave as In the past he 
would probably destroy the 
human race. 

★ * * 

The words of this small, 
dapper figure were always 
forceful. 

As general in charge of the 
Canadian Army’s medical 
sendees during the Second 
World War, he devised tests 
for recruits to screen out the 
mentally unstable. Then he 
became Canada’s deputy 
minister of health, a post 
from which he stepped into 
the world’s top health job in 
1948 and held it for fivfc 
years. 

After he retired to a 
wooded, four-acre property at 
Sooke in 1953 — a spry 57 - 
he continued to speak on his

SAIGON (UPI)—TTie U.S. command ended the 
tightest news embargo of the Indochina war today to 
announce a 29,000-man allied drive in South Viet¬ 
nam’s northwestern comer bordering Laos. It was the 
biggest military operation inside South Vietnam in 
three years and covered 1,000 square miles. 

Despite speculation on an allied push into Laos 

and charges by communist official^ that South Viet¬ 
namese troops already had crossed the border, the 
U.S. command said no U.S. ground troops would be 
sent into the neighboring kingdom although U.S. 
tanks drove right up to the border. That was the only 
answer the command gave to the question of whether 
any allied troops had, indeed, crossed into Laos. 

Thrust Aimed at Laos 


Associated Press reported 
that 20.000 South Vietnamese 
troops were massed in the 
northwest corner, possibly for 
S thrust into Laos. 

The sweep covered rugged 
terrain over twp provinces 
and was launched Jan. 30 to 
counter a “significant com¬ 
munist threat to allied forces 
in South Vietnam’s northern 
quarter, the command said. 

News of the drive, called 
Operation Dewey Canyon II, 
had been withheld for 
security reasons for six days 
under the most stringent 
news embargo of the Indo¬ 
china war. 


The command said the 
troops reoccupied -the aban¬ 
doned Marine fortress of Khe 
Sanh and other outposts in the 
drive which stretched from 
the Demilitarized Zone south¬ 
ward to the A Shau valley. 

The U.S. command said the 
drive was aimed at breaking 
up communist troop and 
supply buildups along the 
Laotian border “to facilitate 
continued withdrawal of U.S. 
forces and advance the Viet- 
namization program.”

Georgia Blast Kills 24 

Tt Looked Like 
An Atomic Bomb ? 


WOODBINE, Ga. (UPI) - 
Fire broke out in a building 
where military flares were 
assembled Wednesday and it 
exploded in a mushroom 
cloud of flame, killing 24 
persons and injuring 60 more. 

Seventeen of the dead were 
women. Rescue workers re¬ 
ported bodies hurled 400 feet 
by the blast, which was felt 
up to 50 miles from the 
building on the 7,000-acre 
Thlkok Chemical Corp. plant 
where it occurred. 


The company said a final 
check of workefs in the blast 
area showed 24 dead and 33 in 
hospital as far away as 
Jacksonville, Fla., 40 miles to 
the south. Seven were in 
critical condition and eight in 
serious condition. 

Security guard Hilton Her¬ 
ring was at the main gate two 
miles away when the building 
blew up. “It looked like an 
atomic bomb. There was a 


bail of fire and a mushroom 
cloud of smoke.’’ 

Survivors indicated the* 
explosion was preceded by a 
flash fire. Marian Studivent 
said she was Working at the 
assembly line conveyor belt 
and “all I can remember Is 
they hollerd fire. When i 
looked up it looked to me like
